Welch, have been making autopsies
upon every victim of the disease since
July., They have conducted a care-
ful microscopic search,

Of the diseased organs it has been
found that the germ occurs only In
the colon. The investigations prove
that 100 per cent. are infected in the
big intestine. Since it is only possjble
for the germ to enter the big inte
by way of the mouth, food and drink
must be the carriers,

This discovery demonstrates for the
first time clearly that raw food con-
tains the germ of infantile paralysis.

he investigators are so certain
that this is true and that there is no
other way for the disease to be con-
tracted that they sWggest that the
quarantine be ralsed against personal
contact and that all raw foods, such
as milk, waters, fruits, etc., be steri-
lized, boiled or cooked before being
Ziven to children or others.

The investigators found that house
flies and other insects undoubtedly
help to spread the germ from one
food to another,

This discovery is the first one that
has been given out officially by Johns
Hopkins hospital before it has been
published in a recognized medical
journal,
